Pergolesi  . . . “ Stabat  Mater  ” 

Giovanni  Battista  Pergolesi,  born  in  1710,  was  one  of  tbe  most 
gifted  of  the  early  Neapolitan  composers.  His  compositions  were  neg- 
lected during  his  life,  but  attained  an  extraordinary  popularity  after  his 
death.  His  masterpiece,  “ La  serva  padrona,”  still  holds  the  stage  in 
Italy.  The  beautiful  “ Stabat  Mater,”  written  for  the  confraternity 
of  San  Luigi  di  Palazzo,  was  finished  only  five  days  before  his  death, 
which  occurred  at  the  age  of  twenty-six.  The  work  is  performed  on 
this  occasion  as  nearly  as  possible  according  to  the  original  score.
